| EDMONTON — The govern- 
iment has chosen Nov. 15 as the 
date for a provincial by-election 
‘in the eastern Alberta riding of 
| Stettler. 

; ‘Members of the cabinet decid- 
led on the date about Tuesday of 
| ast week, and an order-in- 
council was passed. But as is 
| ysual in the case of such top 
secret material, the order re- 
Yained hidden away and un- 
signed until Friday when Ray 
'Crevolin, clerk of the legislature, 
made the announcement. 
The pending by-election hasn't 
‘caused a great deal of political 


y 


-linterest, except that it will be 


‘the first vote in the province 
lsince the last session of . the 
house when: the government 
ij tossed out the complicated trans- 
ferable ballot system and _ re- 
‘placed it with the simple “X” 
| ballot. : 
| The election is necessary to 
fill the vacancy caused by the 
death last June of Social Credit- 
er John E. Clark. The govern- 
ment is waiting almost until the 
‘last minute, for the Election 
, Act stipulates that a new mem- 
ber must be named within six 
months after a seat becomes va- 
| cant. 
| Present indications are that 
‘there will be at least a three- 
way fight for the Stettler seat. 
The Liberals already have nom- 
inated Murray Raerdon, a farm- 
er, and the CCF is planning to 
name a Candidate. Social Credit, 
of course, will be fighting tq re- 
tain the seat. 

The odds right now favor So- 
cial Credit, which has held the 


seat since the memorable land- 


slide of 1935: 

Whoever’ wins, the election 
will .give Alberta students of 
|politics their first chance to-an- 
‘alyze the effects of the new vot- 
jing system, which was pushed 
through the legislature in. the 
spring despite .vigorous objec- 
tions from nearly every mem- 
ber of the opposition. 
Politicians both of the armchair 
and active variety can spend the

| used. Reference undoubtedly 
| will be made in the legislature, 


.| and it is almost certain that gov-

Candidates for the séat will 
have to get their papers in by 
Nov. 1, which is nomination day.

The police court was packed 
with spectators. It seemed -every-

uage’ which none but his pal 
could understand. : 
Every few minutes the “Eski- 
mo” would bark out something 
; unintelligible. The interpreter 
would .claim’ the man in seal-'. 
skins had asked for a cup of cof- 
|fee. His wish would be granted 
‘and court would be resumed. 
; After innumerable cups of cof- 
'fee, an RCMP Sergeant, who had 
spent many years in the North, 
and who could speak most Es-' 
kimo dialects, denounced the 
“Eskimo” as a phony: 
’ The “Eskimo,” with ia twinkle 
in his eye, chucked in the towel 
and admitted who he really was. 
The court then turned him over 
to the Naval. authorities to an- 
;swer charges of why he had 
overstayed his leave without 
permission. But the ‘people’ of 
Halifax had had a good’ laugh, 
and when a city in wartime can 
laugh the value is immeasurable. '

Dusiig the past few years, farméfs have been 
forced to use many t of temporary storage 
which, from the standpoint of possible insect 
infestation, are often far from satisfactory.
